Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, October 4, as follows: 

Week ended September 22, 1906: Bill of health issued to the steam- 
ship Maroa, bound for Boston and New York with a total crew of 77. 
The usual precautions were taken, holds fumigated, i-at guards placed 
on wharf lines, and Lascar's effects disinfected. 

Week ended September 15, 1906: Fifteen deaths from cholera, 8 
deaths from plague, and 3 deaths from smallpox in Calcutta. 

In India during the same week 5,182 cases and 3,816 deaths from 
plague.
